In announcing the change ASF Chief Executive 
Officer lan Holmes said: “In making the determination, 
the Board of Commissioners considered the six criteria 
laid down when the Coca-Cola Soccer League was 
reconstituted two years ago. 

“| am pleased to welcome, subject to certain 
conditions, Brunswick United Soccer Club into the 
1993/94 League. 

One of the successful points of Brunswick’s 
application was their plan to ground share with 
Footscray Australian Football club, a move which 
Holmes called “innovative.” Brunswick also plan to 
share other administrative areas with Footscray. 

“Coupled with a progressive administration the 
Board is sure that Brunswick will make a positive 
impact on the Western Suburbs of Melbourne,” Holmes 
said. 

Brunswick already have one National Championship 
from a previous spell in the League and are considered 
by many to have been one of the sleeping giants over 
the last few years. 

The announcement is also certain to set the transfer 
market alight with both Brunswick scrambling for 
players and also Preston off-loading some of their 
highly paid stars. Top of that list will be John 
Markovski who will attract a probable figure of $50,000 
in Australia - or $200,000 should he move to Europe as 
is likely. 

Speculation in Sydney last night was already linking 
Great to be back. Markovski with a possible move to champions Marconi. 
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CANADIAN EXPECTS GOOD 
SERIES AGAINST AUSSIES 


ONE of Canada’s jeading officials 
had his appetite whetted for the 
upcoming World Cup qualifying tie 
with Australia. 

Canadian team manager Les 
Wilson was at Olympic Park to see 
Australia wrap up the Oceania 
qualifying series with a 3-0 victory 
over New Zealand last Sunday. 

Wilson said Australia had shown 
enough to promise a great series. 

“Both teams are evenly matched 
and I think it will be an outstanding 
two-game series,” Wilson said. 

“We've scored a lot of goals in the 12 
games we’ve played to get to this point. 

“T feel the people in Australia and 
Canada are going to be served up two 
excellent matches.” : 

Australia will meet Canada on July 
31 in either Vancouver or Edmonton 
before the home leg in Sydney on the 
weekend of August 14-15. 

The winner of that tie will then 
have to beat a South American 
country to make the 24 at next year’s 
World Cup finals in the US. 

Canada, which meets Australia 


after losing to Mexico, is at a similar’ 


stage of development according to 
Wilson. 

“ think Eddie Thomson has done a 
first class job with the team,” Wilson 
said. 

“T think what has happened in the 
two countries is that we've improved 
our infrastructure mainly because 
both countries have more players 
playing in Europe. 

“Nine of our squad of 18 players 
play in Europe on a regular basis, and 
it certainly helps our national team

programs, especially the World Cup 
team when players get exposed to 
that level of competition and 
training.” 

Wilson said the Melbourne game 
gave him plenty of food thought 
about Australia’s strengths and 
weaknesses, 

He was particularly impressed with 
French-based striker Robbie Slater 
whom he said would trouble any team 
with his speed. 

The 3-0 loss could have brought the 
curtain down on the careers of All 
Whites Ceri Evans, and goal keeper 


Clint Gosling. 

But New Zealand coach lan 
Marshall, whose term expired, said 
the team would bounce back. 

“New Zealand is at the beginning 
of another era,” Marshall said. 

“You would be making a big 
mistake if you started writing us off 
four years out (of the next World Cup 
in 1997). 

“We've got some good lads at 
home and the first thing we’ve got to 
do is get a development squad going 
and build for the future.”

FIFA TO RULE ON 
CUP POINTS CHANGE 


FIFA is expected to decide this week to award three points for a win in 
first round World Cup finals matches in a bid to make the showpiece event 
more attractive. 

Sepp Blatter, general-secretary of soccer’s governing body, is in favour 
of changing the points system for next year’s World Cup finals in the 
United States, and the issue is marked for discussion at FIFA meetings in 
Zurich this week. 

FIFA’s World Cup organising committee and its decision-making 
executive committee may also discuss the thomier issue of sudden-death 
extra time, although Blatter said in February it would not be introduced at 
next year’s World Cup. 

Blatter is on record as saying he believes three points for a win would 
encourage more entertaining play and reward teams that play attacking 
soccer. 

The American organisers of the 1994 World Cup are eager to see the 
change. 

FIFA experimented with sudden-death in this year’s World Youth 
Championship in Australia and gave approval to the new Japanese League 
to use sudden-death extra time and penalty shootouts to decide drawn 
games. 

Blatter has said he believed sudden-death may encourage coaches to try 
to win a match in extra time rather than play safe for penalty kicks. 

But at an International Football Association Board meeting in February 
he said the only possible alteration to soccer’s laws for the 1994 World Cup 
would be the awarding of three points for a win instead of two during the 
group round. 

In a series of meetings, FIFA will also address the issue of introducing 
professional referees into the world’s top leagues, something Blatter has 
been campaigning for since widespread criticism of poor refereeing 
performances in the last World Cup finals three years ago. 

Blatter said recently: “Referees are an important part of football, but 
they are not enyoys from God. They must become as professional as 
players to bring the game into line with society.” 

FIFA’s referees committee has already given full support to Blatter’s 
vision and the executive committee is expected to order some leagues to 
follow Italy and draw up plans to introduce professional referees. 

The executive committee may also take steps to end the growing conflict 
between clubs and countries over releasing top players for internationals. 

FIFA has the backing of the soccer confederations to try to set up a co- 
ordinated international playing calendar to avoid a continual clash between 
intemational commitments and major professional leagues. 

The executive committe may vote on its introduction on Thursday.

GREAT GOALS 


Maybe I am just naive, maybe it is because I 
am a football purist but my recent criticism of the 
footballing aspect of our World Cup campaign to 
date certainly hit the mark. 

I probably received more phone calls on that 
topic than any other single subject in the last six 
months. If I am naive or a purist then it would 
seem that I am not alone. 

Imagine my feelings then when Carl Veart 
opened up the account against New Zealand.in 
such spectacular style. It was a goal worth waiting 
for but more was to come. Aurelio Vidmar’s 
brilliant header had Clint Gosling totally ‘goosed’. 

I am sure that the Sydney Olympic keeper was 
positioned for an expected downward header and, 
like everyone else, was totally caught out when 
Vidmar chose instead to bullet the ball between 
his head and the crossbar. 

But the third goal! Ned Zelic doesn’t score 
many goals but when he does they are something 
else. 

The way he beat his man and then steered the 
ball into a clear angle was every bit as classy as 
‘that’ goal against Holland in the Olympic 
qualifier. 

And at times the Socceroos showed their ability 
by stringing together eight and nine passes. That 
is football with a capital F. 

All up the Socceroos were a delight to watch 
and games like that will have the fans rolling in. 

It’s one of the greatest sights in football to see 
a player running at his man with the ball dragging 
at his feet. 

This is a rarity in a modern game in which 
stifling defensive tactics rule. 

A game in which players are closed down 
almost as soon as they sniff the ball never mind 
try to run with it. 

In this current Australian team Robbie Slater 
has amply demonstrated that he has that rare 
ability to make a defender’s life a nightmare. 

His ball play, distribution and timing are 
absolutely brilliant. 

When Thomson has the luxury of fielding both 
him and Frank Farina for a full 90 minutes then 
someone is going to be on the end of a hiding. 

[also believe that there is an important place in 
this team for Davie Mitchell. 

Mitchell is the sort of strong running old- 
fashioned centre forward that will soak up the 
crosses supplied by Slater and Farina all day long. 

He could well be the missing chink in 
Thomson’s attack, and one that will send 
Australia on its way to USA ‘94.

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SOPER WANTS 
TO BE A COACH 


MARSHALL Soper, the 
soccer enigma who has 
given his coaches plenty of 
heartache and stick during 
his topsy-turvey career, 
intends to one day join the 
clipboard brigade. 

Many would consider his 
ambition Australian 
soccer's great irony. 
Soper’s scrapbook is 
dominated by headlines 
which tell a story of 
numerous verbal dust ups 
and conflicts with club 
management and coaching 
identities such as Tom 
Docherty and Eddie 
Thomson. 

His words and actions 
off the field undoubtedly 
cut short his international 
career. 

But the 32-year-old who 
will skipper the New South 
Wales Soccerblues in 
Korea for the President's 
Cup in Korea next week 
said it was such incidents 
which will make him a 
successful coach. 

“They say only the 
biggest bastard knows a 
bastard’s tricks best, so 
with that in mind I think I 
could coach a team and do 
it well,” he said. 

“T know all of the angles 
like why a player misses 
training and so on ... and as 
far as soccer goes I’ve been 
through it all. 

“I've suffered injuries, 
played in games that have 
erupted into riots, gone 

through club transfer 
wrangles, been picked, and 
axed, from national sides 
and been dropped from 
first grade.” 

Soper said his colourful 
experiences had also given 
him an insight into the 
complex issues which can 
make or break team spirit. 

“J would be strict but I 
would be wary of the little 
things,” he said. 
“Sometimes a player might 
turn up and have a few 
hassles on his mind like 
losing a job, or breaking up 
with his girlfriend. 

“Tn such a situation you 
can’t always be the tough 
coach and say run 20 laps 
or whatever, the matter 


calls for some 
understanding.” 

Soper is using his 
selection as the 


Soccerblues' skipper as the 
first step towards realising 
his aim. 

The many young guns in 
the 18-man squad will be

Australia’s most skilful 
player for guidance when 
they clash with teams from 
Korea, China, Egypt, 
Mexico, Romania, Egypt 
and Czechoslovakia. 

“T like the idea of such a 
responsibility,” Soper said. 
“My experience means | 
have to set standards at 
training, during a game 
and even away from the 
field. 

“T’m in a position where 
I cannot be seen to be one 
of the boys ... I have high 
standards to meet.” 

Many believe Soper 
should not be going to 
Korea with the state team. 
Instead they say he should 
be playing a key role with 
the Socceroos in their 
World Cup campaign 
against Canada. 


But Soper said he 
accepted he had very little 
hope of ever cracking an 
Aussie spot because of his 
ice-cool relationship with 
national coach Thomson. 

“I don’t like my chances 
of getting a run with 
Thomson and I don’t think 
the fact I pulled out of the 
last World Cup squad has 
been forgotten by too 
many,” he said, 

Critics believe if Soper 
had stayed in the 1986 side 
Australia could have beaten 
Scotland to qualify for the 
Mexico tournament. 

But that is past history. 
Marshall Soper is looking 
only towards the future 
now and that is doing his 
best in Korea and a bit 
later down the track carting 
the coaches clipboard. 


RASIC DEFENDS SOCCERBLUES 


NEW South Wales coach Rale Rasic 
has hit back at criticism of the decision 
to send the state team as Australia’s 
representative to the prestigious 
President’s Cup in Korea later this 
month. 

Victoria and Queensland are furious 
the Soccerblues will be appearing in lieu 
of the Socceroos who are tied up in 
their World Cup campaign. 

But Rasic, who coached Australia to 
the World Cup finals in 1974, insists the 
Australian Soccer Federation has made 
the right decision in appointing NSW to 
confront teams from China, Korea, 
Romania, Czechoslavakia, Mexico and 
Egypt in the toumament.

Apart from expecting a good 
performance from the Soccerblues, 
Rasic said he was looking forward to his 
trip to Korea to look up old foes and 


friends 

“T haven't been there since ‘73 but 
the idea of meeting up with people I 
met 20-years ago makes me feel good,” 
he said 

“That is what makes sport so 
great...the fact people of different 
cultures can maintain a mutual respect 
because of their admiration for one 
another’s sporting prowess,” 

ASF chief executive Ian Holmes said 
he expected a first class performance 
from NSW in Korea. 

“The quality of the New South Wales 
team influenced us, there are seven or 
eight players who have represented 
Australia at one level or the other,” he 
said

JOHN FOXMAN 


Unfulfilled dreams 


IN 1986, when playing for Melita Eagles, John Foxman, the 
Hakoah striker, was described as the new Marshall Soper. 

This was certainly high praise for any young player but it was 
true that at the age of 21 Foxman had the football world at his feet. 

During the 1984 season Foxman had already revealed his 
potential when he was awarded the NSL Youth League Player of 
the Year, He also made his first appearance in the National League 
for Sydney City against Melita Eagles in that season. 

“T will never forget that match as I was lucky enough to score 
with my first touch in a 6-0 defeat of the Eagles,” says Foxman. 

“Tt was a childhood dream come true, playing with stars like 
Frank Farina, John Kosmina and Joe Watson in the sky blue 
colours,” 

It was ironical that being in such a star studded squad prevented 
John Foxman from making more than a handful of first team 
appearances for Sydney City. 

“J didn’t want to leave the club but first team football was what I 
wanted even if it meant playing in the State League,” says Foxman. 

In his debut season at Melita Eagles, John Foxman scored 12 
goals and it looked as though he would fulfill his earlier promise. 
However, he hadn’t counted on the event of Round Five in 1987. 

“T had scored six goals up till the match against- Warringah

football,” relates Foxman. 

“The tackle came out of nowhere and I felt a fierce pain in my 
tight knee”. 

Tt was a cruciate ligament injury which forced Foxman to later 
have a knee reconstruction,

REAL Madrid remain one point 
ahead of arch-rivals Barcelona at 
the top of the Spanish league with 
just two games to go.

WHEN Billy Bingham finally 
steps down as manager of 
Northern Ireland at the end of 
their current World Cup 
campaign, he is confident of 
handling over a team in the 
ascendant. 

Former Sunderland, Luton 
and Everton winger Bingham 
can look back on some 
remarkable achievements during 
his 18 years in charge of the 
Northern Irish, a reign which he 
believes makes him the longest- 
serving manager in international 
football.

Bingham believes it is 
essential to look at the recent 
history of Northern Ireland’s 
football team before examining 
their future. 

“Between 1980 and 1987, 
Northern Ireland had their best- 
ever team, but since the demise 
of that side I’ve had a long, hard 
job to come up with fresh young 
talent,” he admits, 

“The nucleus of a very good 
team all went into decline at the 
same time. Jennings, O'Neill, 
Mcllroy, McClelland, 
Amnstrong, Hamilton, O'Neill, 
and Whiteside and both Nicholls 
all went together. 

“We are a very small nation. 

“We don’t have the same 
cycle of players as great soccer 
nations like Brazil, Germany 
and even England. After ‘86 
there was a dearth of talent, but 


I had to blood the youngsters 


and risk them at the top level. 
“By our standards, we’ve 
awarded caps to a lot of players 
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these past few years, Some have 
failed, some have come back 
after a poor start, others have 
taken to international football 
straight away. 

“Tt would have been easy for

me to leave after the 1986 
World Cup with a very good 
track record, but if I'd done that 
I believe that Northern Ireland 
would have been through three 
or four different managers by 
now because the results wouldn’t 
have been right. : 

“I knew we were heading for 


a decline, so I stayed to hold 
things together, with a very tight 
defence and stop us from being 
tumed over. And now there are 
definite signs of improvement. 

“Our results have been better 
over the last two years and 
we’ve gained some great results 
against the likes of Germany and 
Spain. 

“That hasn't seduced us into 
believing we’re going to qualify 
for the next World Cup. 

“The team are certainly better 
than they were, but I still don’t 
know just how far they can go. 

“There is no point in kidding 
ourselves that we’re up there 
with the Germanys and Brazils 
of this world, but because we 
qualified for two World Cup 
finals, people expect us to 
maintain that sort of standard. 

“If we can finish third in our 
qualifying group this time, that 
will still be a success.” 

Bingham, who was capped 56 
times during a 13-year 
intemational career, insists he has 
enjoyed every minute of his reign. 

But at 61 the time is now right 
to hand over to a new man. 

Just who that man will be 
remains to be seen.

ROUND 7 — CANADIAN GRAND PRIX 
Montreal 
13th June 1993 


THE seventh round of the 1993 World 
Championship, the Canadian Grand Prix, 
takes place on Sunday June 13 at the Gilles 
Villeneuve Circuit in Mointreal, and with the 
season now approaching the half-way stage 
Sasol Jordan have further stepped up their 
programme in the search for World 
Championship points. Though a top-six finish 
has eluded the team so far, Rubens Barrichello 
has demonstrated the potential of the Jordan- 
Heart package at the last two races, and 
reliability has improved with finishes at both 
events, Now the team must augment that 
reliability with an increase in performance, 
and that has been the main area of focus in the 
weeks since the Monaco Grand Prix. 

“We have been doing a lot of testing since 
the last race” explains Team Manager John 
Walton, “Although we have completed 620 
miles over four days — two days at the Paul 
Ricard Circuit on the way home from 
Monaco, and a further two at Silverstone 
since our return to the UK. We have made 
some definite progress, and as a result will 
have a number of new items on the cars in 
Montreal. The automatic clutch, which we 
first tested just before the Monaco Grand 
Prix, has performed well at every test since so 


both drivers will be using that for qualifying in - 


Montreal, and possibly for the race as well. 
Likewise we have put a lot of test miles on 
some modified gears which help to eliminate 
any possibility of missing a change, and we 
will be using those in Canada. 

“We have also done a lot of testing with a 
new differential, a new front wing and an 
‘active’ damper system. We will have all of 
these with us in Canada and have the option 
to use them if the conditions are right. The 
differential combines well iwth the rear 
suspension geometry which we first 
introduced in Barcelona to make the car more 
stable and increase the traction. the new front 
wing and our ‘active’ front damper have 
proved very beneficial when we have run 
them together at the tests in terms of 
improving the stability of the car and that 
could be an important factor at a bumpy 
circuit like Montreal. We will make a final 
decision about using them based on the 
conditions we find when we get there,” 
Walton concludes. 

The 4.430km/2.753 mile Circuit Gilles 
Villeneuve lies on the le Notre Dame, site of 
the Expo 67 World Fair in the middle of the St 
Lawrence seaway. The circuit holds fond 
memories for the Sasol Jordan team, who 
scored their first ever World Championship 
points there with fourth and fifth places in 
1991 and also for Belgian driver Thierry 
Boutsen who recorded his first Grand Prix win 


at the 1989 event. 

“Tt was a difficult race” recalls Thierry. “It 
is a difficult track anyway because of the way 
that the comers are designed and the fact that 
it is so bumpy. That year it was very wet too 
which make it even worse. It was a very 
satisfying win though!” he added. “Aside from 
those memories, I have always like the 
Canadian race — the atmosphere is friendly 
and enthusiastic and that always makes a big 
difference to an event. 

“T like the circuit a lot as well,” he 
continues, “It’s a real driver's circuit. As | 
said it is pretty difficult, it is always very dirty 
on the first day because there is not much 
racing outside the Grand Prix weekend, and 
you have to keep up a constant level of 
concentration because with the layout of the 
comers, the bumps and some of the kerbs it’s 
like having traps set for you all the way 
round. There are some great comers though. 
Probably the best one for me is the right-left- 
right in front of the old pits — it sums up the 
whole track really; there is virtually no 
visibility going through the comer, there are 
big bumps in the middle of it, and you are 
supposed to take it flat in 6th! It’s really 
challenging, but a big moment when you get it 
Tight! 

“Tt’s not just the drivers who have a hard 
challenge in Canada though,” adds Thierry. 
“This is probably the toughest circuit that we 
visit for the car as well, It is all stop and go — 
slow chicanes with long straights in between. 
That makes for very high fuel consumption — 
we Use more fuel at this event than anywhere 
else — and puts a lot of stress on teh brakes, 
the gearbox and the chassis”, 

Sasol Jordan will have a chance to asses 
how the new modifications fitted for this 
event stand up to that stress when the serious 
business of racing ets underway on Friday 
moming. The lighthearted business of racing 
takes centre-stage for half an hour on 
Thursday though, as the team take to the 
water for the annual Mechanics’ Raft Race. 
The Montreal pits lie alongside the man-made 
lake constructed for the rowing competitions 
of the 1976 Olympic games. 

The Mechanics’ Raft Race, which is almost 
as hotly contested ‘as the Grand prix itself, 
consists of two widths of the lake in a ‘craft’ 
which must be constructed from items used in 
the pits during the gmad Prix weekend, For 
the past two years the Sasol Jordan mechanics 
have triumphed, beating the rest of the field 
home to take top honours. To retain the 
trophy for a third successive year would 
indeed be gratifying, but Sasol Jordan are 
looking to Sunday afternoon to secure the 
real honours.

Swindon, with player-manager 
Hoddle scoring the opening goal, beat 
Leicester City 4-3 at Wembley in the 
first division promotion playoff final 
10 days ago. 

Hoddle signed a three-year contract 
with Chelsea but John Gorman, the 
coach at Swindon, has decided not to 
join him and has been appointed the 
new Swindon manager. 

Chelsea chairman Ken Bates said: 
“Glenn has shown he has outstanding 
ability. The reason we wanted him was 
because he plays football in the right 
way, the way Chelsea fans want to see 
it played.” 

Hoddle, who joined Swindon in 
April 1991, said it was a tough and 
emotional decision to leave. 

“Tt was a gut feeling, and I always 
follow gut feelings. I only decided to 
leave in the last couple of days but I’m 
walking out with my head held high,” 
he said. 

He is Chelsea’s sixth manager in 12 
years and takes over from their former 
defender David Webb, who stepped in 
in mid-season when Ian Porterfield was 
sacked after a string of poor results, 

Hoddle, scorer of 106 goals in 484 
league and cup games for Spurs, the 
club he joined as an apprentice in 
1974, is also expected to be registered 
as a player by Chelsea. 

He is no newcomer to Stamford 
Bridge, having convalesced at the club

after returning from Monaco in 1989 

with a severe knee injury. He even 

turned out for Chelsea’s reserves. 
Hoddle won the UEFA Cup once 


and English FA Cup twice with 
Tottenham in the early 1980s and the 
French league title with Monaco in 
1988. 


ENGLAND manager Graham Taylor is ready to 
dump Paul Gascoigne from his plans unless the 
Lazio midfielder can cure his apparent weight 
problem. 

Taylor indicated before flying out to America 
with his squad for the US Cup that Gascoigne 
would haye to improve his fitness over the summer 
to play in the next World Cup qualifier against 
Poland at Wembley in September. 

The under-fire England boss is quoted in several 
Sunday newspapers as saying: “Gascoigne has got 
between now and September to sort himself out. 

“That is all I can say. That is all I am prepared 
to say. I cannot record publicly what all his 
problems are because then all hell would be let 
loose.” 

Gascoigne has looked overweight in recent 
internationals and there is real concern about his 
apparent heavy drinking. 

Taylor, angered by Gascoigne’s below-par 
display in the World Cup 0-2 flop in Norway, is 
quoted as adding: “Each time Paul has come to us, 
he has looked less fit.” 

However Lazio are adamant they had not 
neglected Gascoigne’s physical condition. 

Club doctor and dietician Claudio Bartolini is 
quoted as saying: “Gascoigne is not at all 
overweight in my opinion. He is not a big eater 
and his thick-set figure does not include 
superfluous fat. 

“We are keeping Gascoigne to the diet we fixed 
for him which includes two pints of beer a day. We 
will ask him to keep to his diet when he goes back 
to England on his summer holidays. 

Gascoigne is missing from the US Cup because 
Lazio were planning a tour. Taylor made no 
attempt to secure the player’s release when he 
heard the tour might be off.
